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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Stoddard: 


We present to you the following annual report, and 
wish it were possible for every parent who reads it, that 
he or she would understand how much a part they share 
in having our schools what is termed a ‘‘good_ school.’’ 
We mean a school that shall make our boys and girls 
good men and women, morally and mentally; citizens 
that we shall be proud of having trained. Parents, no 
school can do this without your help. We say much de- 
pends on the teacher, let me add that much more depends 
upon you. Children should be in school every day that 
school is in session, if not, they miss some instruction or 
teaching which they cannot afford to lose. Dr. Channing 
says ‘‘Every day a child is absent from school he is losing 
ten dollars worth of knowledge.’’ Can we afford to take 
that much from our children; you all cannot but say, no. 

We hire the best teachers we can get for the wages 
the town pays, but you must remember, the best teachers ~ 
need and demand (not child minds poisoned with thought- 
less home remarks) but the most cheerful, hopeful aid and 
co-operation. If parents realized this there would be 
fewer home tales, less heart aches for the teacher and bet- 
ter conditions at school. Parents, visit your schools and 
know your teachers personally, you will find them sensi- 
ble and willing to do their best by all; this will help to 
make ideal conditions . 

Mr. Elias B. Smith was elected a member of the school 
board at the last annual meeting for three years. On, 
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May 3 he tendered his resignation which was accepted by 
the remaining members of the school board. Mr. William 
FE. Sharon was appointed by the selectmen to fill the 
vacancy. 

Mr. Henry E. Messinger was chosen truant officer by 
the school board. 

Mr. George F. Reed was appointed agent to enumer- 
ate the school children in town in the month of September 
as provided by law, and reported 29 boys and 29 girls 
between the ages of 5 and 16 years. 

The children of Daniel E. Swett attended school in 
Sullivan both spring and fall term; tuition for spring 
term of ten weeks $30.00, fall term of eleven weeks 
$33.00. Three children attended the school. 

The school houses in the towh are in very good con- 
dition. The house in district No. 2 is in very good repair 
having been painted and papered and new desks and 
chairs put in place of the old ones. The house in district 
No. 1 should be painted outside and varnished on the in- 
side. The house in district No. 3 needs the same, also 
some new sills where the old ones have decayed. 

Three schools were maintained in town during the 
year; a report of each district will be found as follows: 


DISTRICT NOs 


Both the spring and fall term were taught by Miss 
Gaylie W. Call of Acworth, N. H. Miss Call proved to be 
an excellent teacher. Order in and out of the schoolroom 
was better than has been here for a long time. The 
scholars showed marked improvement in their studies dur- 
ing the year. The school board and parents in the district 
claim this has been the best school for a number of years. 

Spring term consisted of 10 weeks. Number of pupils 
attending, 22. Cases of tardiness, 10. All attended read- 
ing, writing, arithmetic, spelling and penmanship. Fifteen 
geography; 5 grammar; 4 history; 3 physiology. Visits 
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by the school board 6, by parents 64. Wages of teacher 
including board $35 per month. Roll of perfect attend- 
ance, Marion Cutter, Mabel Cutter, Alice Jennings, Daisy 
Jennings, Harriet Spalding, Lewis Pray, LeRoy Pray. 

Fall term consisted of 12 weeks. Number of pupils at- 
tending, 24. All attended reading, writing, arithmetic, 
spelling and penmanship. Seventeen geography, 7 gram- 
mar, 6 history, 3 physiology. Visits by school board 4, 
parents 23. Wages of teacher including board $37. Roll 
of perfect attendance, Lizzie Wheeler, Ernest Lane, Marion 
Cutter, Mabel Cutter. Roll of perfect attendance for the 
whole year, Marion Cutter, Mabel Cutter. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The spring term was commenced by Miss Mae A. 
Huntley of Marlow, but the parents thought she was not 
a competent teacher and only one family sent their chil- 
dren; she kept school six days and was askéd to resign. 

Miss Alberta I. Carpenter was then engaged and taught 
with success. The six pupils attended and studied reading, 
spelling, arithmetic, penmanship, geography, language, his- 
tory, physiology. 

Length of school term in weeks, 9445. Pupils, 6; boys, 
4; girls, 2; tardiness, 5; visits by school board, 7; par- 
ents and others, 5. Wages of teacher per month, includ- 
ing board, $22. 

The fall term was taught by Miss Conchita Nichols of 
East Lempster, who proved to be an apt teacher and 
won the love and esteem of her pupils and good will of 
parents. The 7 pupils were instructed in reading, arith- 
metic, spelling, penmanship, history, geography, language 
and physiology. 

Length of school term, 12 weeks. Pupils, 7; boys, 5; 
girls, 2; pupils not absent or tardy, 5; visits of school 
board, 6; parents and others, 21. Wages of teacher per 
month, including board, $22, 
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MioetRICT NO. 3, (SouTH STODDARD. ) 


The spring and fall terms were both taught by Miss 
Macker; there were 18 pupils during the spring term of 12 
weeks, and 16 during the fall term of 14 weeks. Members 
of the school board can but feel thankful to know that we 
have been so fortunate in procuring so good a teacher, 
and carrying such high morals which tends to better in- 
fluence the young mind. There has been no strife but a 
general good feeling, and we believe that all of the South 
Stoddard school parents will bear us out in this assertion. 
There has been taught arithemic, reading, physiology, 
spelling, geography, history, grammar. '
